Progressive repub- 
licans, not approached as yet by demo- 
cratic leaders, are expected to fall 
in line with the dominant party. The 
president will not face the condition 
which confronted Mr. Taft when he 
called the special Canadian reciprocity 
session and saw it grind out bills on 
all sorts of subjects which had noth- 
ing to do with the tariff.

Brandeis Calis on Wilson. 

Louis D. Brandeis, of Boston, who 
was frequently’ mentioned for a post 
in the Wilson cabinet, had a long con- 
ference with the president at the white 
house tonight. It was the first time 
they had met since the days preced- 
ing the election in November, when 
Mr. Wilson was campaigning in Mas- 
sachusetts, Mr. Brandeis declined to 
discuss his visit. It was definitely 
learned tonight, however, that he wil] 
not. be associated in any official con- 
nection with the administration, but 
will) be frequently consulted when the 
anti-trust reform is undertaken. I[t is 
known that the president entertains 
a high regard for his views on the 
question of strengthening the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, the regulation of 
competition and the curbing of mo- 
nopoly practices.

Washington, March 10.—(Special.)— 
The “elder statesmen” are gtill in fear 
of the revolution which has been set 
foot by the so-called progressive 
Senators.

The date when the new officials take 
office will be determined largely by 
the policy of the present administra- 
tion in turning out, present incumbents 
before the completion of the term for 
which appointed.

Before that he served in the state 
legislature, and more recently was for 
nine years a member of the prison 
commission.

WILSON 1S PRESENTED 


Bryan Took Part in Ceremony. 
International Amenities Ob- 
served to the Letter. 
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Washington, March 10.—While Pres- 
ident Wilson already has dispensed 
with some of the formalities which 
hitherto have been observed by occu- 
pants of the white house, he demony 
strated today that he would observe 
to the letter the international ameni- 
ties of his office. 

Probably the most formal ceremony 
in which Mr. Wilson ever has partici- 
pated was his presentation today to 
the diplomatic corps accredited to 
Washington by the civilized nations of 
the globe. 

In a semi-circle of brilliant color, 
their uniforms gilded profusely with 
the insignia of their rank, 146 foreign 
representatives stood in impressive 
Silence while the new president and 
Secretary of State Bryan entered 
through the big doors of the eastroom. 
The president and Secretary Bryan 
wore the conventional frock suits of 
formal occasion in America 

The president was accompanied by 
his chief aide, Colonel Spencer Cosby, 
and his persona] aide, Major Thomas L. 
Rhodes, both of them in the full-dress 
uniform of the American army. On 
each side of the entrance six white 
house aides, three from the army and 
three from the navy, stood at atten- 
tion. 

In groups of. six 
diplomats and their staffs were ar- 
ranged. Chandler Hale, third assistant 
secretary of state, presented the presi- 
dent, first to Ambassador Jusserand of 
#¥rance, dean of the diplomatic corps. 
Secretary Bryan was presented with 
similar ceremony. To each diplomat 
the president spoke a word of greeting, 
but the ceremony throughout was 
quietly formal. 

After the president had met indi- 
vidually the circle of diplomats he ad- 
dressed them briefly, expressing the 
hope for the continuance of amicable 
relations between this nation and their 
respective countries, and indulging the 
wish that their service in Washing- 
ton might be personally enjoyable. 

On Wednesday afternoon the diplo- 
matic corps will be entertained at tea 
at the white house, with the members 
of their families, when Mrs. Wilson 
and‘*the three Wilson daughters will 
be presented. 

Prior to President Wilson's presenta- 
tion to the diplomats, the members of 
the corps were received by Secretary 
Bryan. 

The secretary made a felicitous 
speech, telling the corps in the name 
of President Wilson of the earnest de- 
sire of the administration to 
strengthen the relations between the 
United States and other members of 
the great family of nations. 

Ambassador Jusserand, dean of the 
corps, replied in a responsive strain 
and then personally presented the 
members of the diplomatic body to the 
new secretary of state. They were 
particularly impressed by Mr. Bryan's 
earnest appeal to them to call upon 
him personally and withoat restraint 
whenever they felt that the relations 
between their own governments and 
the United States demanded speedy 
consideration and action. 

Recommendations for various diplo- 
matic appointments came today to both 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan. 
Thomas Nelson Page was urged as am- 
bassador to Germany. while Joseph E. 
Willard was presented for minister to 
Belgium; William Gonzales, of Colum- 
bia, S. C., for minister to Cuba, and 
P. A. Stovall, of Savannah, Ga., for 
minister to Switzerland.

The Genius Whose Apparatus Made Great 
Improvements Possible. 


By E. J. Edwards.

On the other 
hand, the adoption of the same method of 
collection that is followed in the states where 
the taxpayer makes his own return and 
little is done to check up its correct- 
ness, already gives the advantage to the 
man of questionable integrity and burdens 
him who is scrupulous in making his return. 
This discrimination should not be_ perpetu- 
ated or aggravated in the federal income tax, 
but must be, if possible, removed by an equi- 
table system of collection. To these consider- 
ations must also be added the necessity of 
adjusting the income tax to the federal cor- 
poration tax legislation. Probably the best 
plan would be to begin by repealing the cor- 
tax completely. But if this shall 
acceptable course, the dictates of 
fairness call for an adjustment that shall 
relieve those who now receive corporate 
incomes from the necessity of paying taxes 
twice over, as they will be obliged to do if 
called upon to give up a part of their cor- 
porate earnings and then to pay an income 
tax in addition. 

It is suggested that the income tax now 
contemplated by the federal government 
should be based upon a high exemption and 
made progressive on the larger incomes. If 
this be done it can be justified only on “so- 
cialistic’ grounds. Such income taxes have 
invariably proved difficult and expensive to 
collect, and dangerous in their effect upon 
saving. They never yield largely, and the 
greatly altered distribution of capital due to 
a desire to escape the operation of progres- 
sive taxes is in itself a very serious conse- 
quence of their working. Former President 
Roosevelt, in urging the use of the income 
tux aS a means of securing “social justice” 
by the application of progressive rafes, ig- 
nored the fact that experience has demon- 
strated the breakdown of such income taxes 
whenever the increase in the rate became 
sufficiently rapid to curb the ownership of 
large incomes. There is no ground for the 
exemption of incomes below $5,000 except for 
the purpose of penalizing saving and higher 
earning power. While it is true that most 
income tax acts do exempt a small minimum 
—-in this country usually $600 or $800—this 
is largely because of the increasing difficulty 
of collecting the return from the smaller tax- 
payers. It has no basis in theory. 

The choice now held out to congress in 
this matter is simply that between a use of 
the income tax for ulterior and radical pur- 
poses and its use for business purposes—for 
the eking out of federal revenue and the 
strengthening of the treasury against de- 
mands that will in the course of years grow 
heavier and heavier. The two notions are 
incompatible, and most of what is said about 
redressing the present uneven balance of tax- 
ation by the addition of this new form of 
burden is sheer hypocrisy. It has no eco- 
nomic foundation. If the income tax is to be 
made really productive, and is to serve as 
the basis of a strong national revenue sys- 
tem, there must be complete recognition of 
the experience of other countries and a full 
and sincere desire to put the revenue upon a 
strictly business basis. This will lead to the 
abandonment of the talk about large exemp-

raders were subjected. 

In the report referred it was 
stated that General Albert L. Mills, “for- 
merly commanding the Department of 
the Gulf,” in Atlanta, headed one of 
the divisions of the suffrage parade. 
It was Stated that Mrs. Mills also 
appeared before the committee, com- 
plaining that she was one of the pa- 
raders and that the indignities were 
such that she ‘felt like clubbing” the 
perpetrators. . 

“It's very funny,” said General Mills, 
“undoubtedly a case of mistaken 
identity. I headed no division in the 
woman's parade and the correspondent 
probably got that mixed up with the 
that I was in command of one 
of the divisions: of the inaugural pa- 
rade. If Mrs. Mills was in the parade 
neither she nor [ heard of it, and 
certainly neither of us appeared be- 
fore the inaugural committee.” 

It now appears that it was General 
Anson Mills, a retired officer of the 
army, who appeared before the con- 
gressional committee, and not General 
Albert Mills, so well known in At- 
lanta, and who commanded by far the 
largest division of the inaugural pa- 
rade—that of all the state militia ap- 
pearing in the procession, the num- 
ber aggregating some 18,000.

RAILWAYS HAVE RIGHT 
TO LIMIT THE SHIPPERS 


Washington, March 10.—In accord- 


ance with the principle that federal 
law rather than state law controls 
contracts for the shipment of goods 
from state to state, announced re- 
cently in an express rates case, the 
supreme court of the United States to- 
day decided that carrying 
household goods from one state to an- 
other may make valid contracts to 
limit thei* liability in case of loss or 
damage.

Washington, March 10.—Grain of last 
crop remaining on farms March 1 formed the 
subject of the department of agriculture’s crop 
report for March, which was issued at 2:16 
Pp. m. yesterday. The department’s bureau of 
statistics, from reports of its correspondents and 
agents throughout the country, estimates the 
amount of wheat, corn and oats on farms, with 
comparisons for proceeding years, the proportion 
of each crop which will be shipped out of the 
counties where grown, and the percentage of 
the 1912 corn crop which was of merchantable 
Quality, as follows:
